Crocuses stymie Lassies 

Balky bulbs may not bloom 
in time for curling tourney 


House price 

inflation 
to continue 


Mt. Crocus, at an elevation 
of 213 feet, may be the 
smallest mountain in the 
world. 

But it could be a big em¬ 
barrassment to local curlers 
during the Macdonald 
Lassies’ curling cham¬ 
pionships at Memorial Arena 
this week. 

Situated between the arena 
and the Victoria Curling Club, 
never has a mountain 
received such tender loving 
care. 

It all began last October 
when the city of Victoria 
donated 2,000 crocus bulbs to 
grace its pint-sized slopes. 


Local women curlers added 
another 1,000 envisioning a 
brilliant splurge of color to 
greet out-of-towners when 
they arrived for the cham¬ 
pionships. 

Then, in a burst of con¬ 
fidence, the locals sent 750 
crocus bulbs to their coun¬ 


terparts in other parts of the 
country, challenging them to 
pit their "green thumbs” in a 
contest. 

The visitors will produce 
their flowers at the arena 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Each .day this week the 
women have visited the 


mountain, waiting for the first 
blooms, now slowly emerging. 

Lee Jamieson, one of the 
creators of Mt. Crocus, even 
threatened to assign con¬ 
tingents of curlers to hatch the 
reluctant flowers. 

But even if they strike out 
with Mt. Crocus, local curlers 
have proved themselves 


winners when it comes to 
financing the Lassie. 

Working on a $14,000 budget, 
they began a ticket presale 
campaign in November 1972. 

Victoria Curling Club, the 
Racquet Club of Victoria and 
the Playland Curling Club 
each chipped in $500 loans to 
get things started. 

These have been paid back, 
the budget has been met and 
sponsors of the Lassie began 
making a profit when ticket 
sales passed the 2,000 mark 
more than a week ago. 

So even if they can’t make 
flowers bloom, they’ve shown 
they can make money grow 


Most houses in the Victoria 
area have gone up in value at 
least $ 10,000 in the past year, 
according to real estate ap¬ 
praiser P. G. Jackson 

He said the most dramatic 
increase has been in ancient 
two-storey houses down¬ 
town- "the ones we used to 
call clunkers”—that have shot 
up to $48,000 from $22,000. 

The rapid increase in this 
category is due to rising land 
values and the high cost of 
building materials—"it would 
cost a fortune to build a house 
that big today " 

Jackson said the standard 
three-bedroom house is selling 
for about $43,000 in Victoria 
today, up from $33,000 a year 

ago. 

The two-bedroom, no¬ 
basement starter or 
retirement home is going for 
$33,000, up from $22,000 a year 
ago. 

He said there are some 
variations to the price picture 
depending upon location and 
quality of the house 

Executive homes in the 
$125,000 bracket have not 
increased as dramatically in 
percentage terms because of 
lesser demand. 


Weather 

Cloudy weather and 
showers Saturday should 
partially clear Sunday, 
bringing sunny periods.

Jackson said prices are 
artificially high in all 
categories due to a scarcity of 
housing accommodation, with 
old houses downtown being 
the most inflated in price. 
Only the construction of 
downtown apartments could 
ease the market pressure, he 
said. 

Meanwhile, municipalities 
in outer areas were slow to 
make land available for 
housing, and subdivision 
applications were taking 


The time has come for the 
provincial government to give 
itself the power to overrule 
municipalities on matters of 
residential zoning, says 
Victoria Real Estate Board 
president Eric Charman. 

He said the four core 
municipalities in the Victoria 
area are strangling the 
housing market with 
restrictions against multiple- 
family construction. 

"It is all very well to be 
against high-rises but people 
have to live somewhere,” he 
said. 

If Oak Bay, Victoria, 
Esquimalt and Saanich each 
independently ban apartment 
construction, none will get 
built and the region will 
suffer. 


longer to process each year. 
These delays were adding to 
costs and aggravating an 
already light market con¬ 
dition. 

He said the outlook for the 
rest of 1974 was for more of the 
same inflation unless 
municipal governments 
changed their policies, per¬ 
mitting more apartment 
construction downtown and 
making serviced land 
available for single family 
homes in the suburbs. 


It was up to the provincial 
government to sort out the 
problem and direct at least 
one of the municipalities to 
open the door to development. 

"This does not mean the 
authority of local government 
would be destroyed. The first 
application should go before 
the local body but there should 
be an appeal to the provincial 
government,” Charman said. 

He said runaway inflation 
would continue in the real 
estate industry until govern¬ 
ments permit builders to keep 
the supply of housing in pace 
with demand. 

Charman said the apart¬ 
ment vacancy rate of less than 
one per cent in Victoria was 
incredibly low and evidence 
that demand was far ahead of 
supply. 

He said there could be no 
cooling off by the upward 
price spiral as long as 
apartment and townhouse 
units were scarce. 

Because it appeared 
municipal governments ac¬ 
ting alone were not prepared 
to encourage apartment 
construction, the provincial 
government should assume a 
larger role through the new 
department of housing. 
Charman said. 

Municipal restrictions are 
the main problem facing the 
provincial government in its 
desire to make more housing 
units available, he said 
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Causeway dangerous? 


Victoria’s new Lower 
Causeway may be a pleasant 
spot for a stroll, but according 
to an official of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board it’s far 
from safe. 

Malcolm Watson, an in¬ 
spector in the WCB's accident 
prevention department, is 
alarmed that final plans for 
the promenade now nearing 
completion make no provision 
for fencing along the water 
frontage. 

But despite his strong 
protest letter to the city 
several weeks ago. there is 
still no intention to provide a 
fence or guard rail. 

Watson w rote that he "could 
not believe" the project would 
lack any type of guard rail or 
curbing to protect people from 


an "inadvertent plunge" into 
the water. 

But he said a check with the 
planning department showed 
that the original plan for a 
chain-type fence had been 
abandoned. 

He claimed that by leaving 
the area unfenced, the city 
was contravening a WCB 
accident prevention 
regulation which states: 
Guard rails shall be installed 
where any open-sided floor, 
working platform, runway, 
walkway or balcony is four 
feet or more above grade or 
floor level. 

i The lower promenade is 10 
feet above water level). 

Watson added: "When I 
think of small children on 
tricycles, the unsteady elderly 


and even playful teenagers 
using this facility, I shudder to 
think of the ominous hazard of 
drowning awaiting them.” 

He said he wanted to go on 
record as having brought the 
matter to the city’s attention. 

City council rejected a fence 
as unnecessary, its argument 
apparently being that no 
matter what type of protective 
barrier is erected, there will 
always be adventurous 
children whu will climb over 
it. through it or under it. 

The Lower Causeway is 
having the finishing touches 
added now and should be 
completed by late April. 

Still to be installed are 39 
low lighting bollards, 
resembling toadstools, which 
Vancouver architect Arthur 
Erickson proposed in his 


Inner Harbour study last 
year 

Standing 2 feet 6 ins high, 
and set back three feet from 
the water's edge, the bollards 
w ill throw pools of light at 15- 
foot intervals. They are being 
-specially manufactured by a 
Vancouver firm at a cost of 
$7,300. 

Earlier, some doubts were 
expressed at City Hall about 
the lamps' vulnerability to 
vandalism, and as a result the 
manufacturer has been asked 
to make them of tougher 
material and protect them by 
steel hoops 

But one unresolved problem 
remains • How." said an 
official, "do we stop the 
seagulls from warming 
themselves on the bollards 
and defecating all over 
them’’"

That Hawaiian vacation 

a jaw-breaking yawn 


A charming little note this week from Doyle Klyn, the 
Montreal writer and editor who now makes her home in 
Sidney and just happens to be one of the world's most 
delightful women. Doyle and her husband have been 
holidaying in Maui. Hawaii, and tells me, dolefully, that 
the condominiums are covering that one-time Pacific 
Paradise anfi the place is heading rapidly for utter ruin. 

It somewhat confirms a llieory I’ve held now for some 
years and I'll tell you why. 

The first chill breeze of autumn has hardly kited a 
calico maple leaf before one hears the distant thrum of 
ukeleles. the soft rustle of grass shirts and the crisper 
rustle of bills of large denomination being exchanged for 
two (2) glorious weeks in Hawaii. 

Why. I kept wondering, did it induce no more reaction 
in me than a long, jaw-breaking yawn? Why should a man 
so keen on chasing the sun. whose antennae is so 
responsive to the signal of distant places, have such a 
mental block to the enchantment of that, to coin a phrase, 
island paradise? Why am I the last one in my block to 
succumb to the lure of Waikiki 9 
I'll tell you why 

It's because, at a rough estimate, nine out of every ten 


tourists who go there return to put the kiss of death, un¬ 
wittingly, on the place. The bigger the booster for Hawaii 
the more likely he is to discourage you, permanently, 
from taking off in that direction, ever. * 

Only last week I was button-holed by an acquaintance 
who had just confirmed his reservations for his fourth 
visit He voiced a typical comment that will serve, at 
least, to introduce what I think of as the Hawaiian Syn¬ 
drome. 

"It's absolutely wonderful,” he said. "Why, last year 
they had three-quarters of a million tourists. No matter 
where you look there’s a new hotel going up. There’s 
everything for the visitor. I didn’t even have to miss my 
Rotary meeting . .” 

Once more Hawaii called. But not for me. 

The non-visitor to Hawaii, whose status is rapidly 
coming to be considered as corresponding to something 
you might find crawling under a rock, is exposed to a type 
of recommendation that seems cunningly contrived to 
send him anywhere but. 

As if the picture of three-quarters of a million fellow 
visitors on the one-mile strand of Waikiki and the 
Rotarians grazing among the giant Kalakaua skyscrapers 


that replaced the little grass shacks isn’t bad enough, they 
persist in bleeding dry every romantic image. 

Quote: "Oh, it’s much better than Mexico or the 
Carribean. There’s no food problem at all. You can eat 
just as you do at home. I had the best hamburger I ever 
ate in my life right there at Waikiki. And there are all 
sorts of supermarkets within walking distance of 
wherever you stay .. 

Quote: “It’s all so convenient. Naturally, there’s no 
language problem at all ...” 

Quote: "It doesn't matter where you come from in 
Canada. You’ll find all sorts of visitors from your home 
town . . 

Quote: “We had everything you could wish for in our 
apartment, including a dish-washer and garbage 
disposal. We didn’t even have to go to the beach. The 
heated pool was right outside ...” 

And as they beam and bubble you wonder whatever 
happened to that lust for travel that was bound up in 
seeking foreign cultures and shaking off all contact from 
everyday life and pursuing the strange and exotic magic 
of distant lands. 

The pinnacle, indeed, of the wacky Waikiki way of life, 


tourist-style, appears to be the creation of the late Henry 
Kaiser in his Hawaiian Village Hotel which, according to 
a brochure sent to me recently, seems out to complete the 
absolute sterility of a visit to that particular part of the 
south Pacific. 

"Before his death, Mr. Kaiser, an enthusiastic dynamo, 
had realized his dreapi of a hotel so complete that a guest 
need never leave the grounds!” (The exclamation mark is 
mine.) 

There are, it seems, even Kaiser-model hula dancers 
who perform for the benefit of the home-movie fans so 
that they need not travel to the enclosure where the Kodak 
people offer regular, scheduled sessions of native per¬ 
formers. 

Luaus are also held on the grounds for the convenience 
of guests so that every activity may be contained, like a 
country fair, in a sort of Disneyland. 

Somehow it all intimidates me. 

I just can’t see Sweet Leilani with the red hibiscus in her 
hair beside the coral-reefed lagoon. 

All I can see is Rotarians in costumes brighter than any 
native’s with the ghost of Henry K. beaming paternally 
over them and. though the winter wind may be chill, it’ll 
have to get a lot colder before I care to join them.

What price television? 

With bearings being held this week by the Canadian Radio 
and Television Commission on the renewal of the CBC licences, 
various groups have been thinking about the wisdom of ad¬ 
vertising on the national network. 

Television advertising, particularly on U.S, stations, has 
reached such incredible proportions that the entertainment of 
the viewer seems to have become of secondary importance. 

For instance, one of the better late nighters is ABC’s Wide 
World Mystery series. The majority of these are written by 
Brian Clemens, a talented British writer, and the success of the 
plays relied considerably on suspense. The suspense is there in 
the writing and the filming but does the hetwork hierarchy 
worry whether this suspense is maintained? Of course not. The 
moguls liberally sprinkle each play with lengthy commercial 
breaks without regard to the viewer. 

At present, CBC advertising has not reached this 
frightening level, but there is still more advertising than many 
people would like to see. 

It might be a good idea to take a leaf from the British book 
and for some form of television licence fee to be imposed by 
Ottawa. 

Immediate groans from everyone! Yet another tax. 

But take a look occasionally at Channel 9, the public 
broadcasting station — excellent programming uninterrupted 

by ads. 

Surely it would be worthwhile paying $20 to $30 a year to | 
have such freedom in viewing? And don’t forget we are all ! 
paying indirectly toward CBC programming through general 1 
taxation.

Tarasoff said the tenants of 
Victoria had expected such

"We are not satisfied with 
the commission report and we 
need more changes 

"The provincial budget was 
made for landlords, not 
tenants." she said. 

The Capital Tenants 
Assocation. in conjunction 
with the B.C. Tenants* 
Assocation. is planning a rally 
in Victoria Tuesday morning. 


We hope to have a hearing 
with someone in the govern¬ 
ment to make our feelings 
known." Tarasoff said. 

Tenants from all over B.C. 
have been invited to the rally 
and as many as 1.000 are 
expected. 

In a letter to Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald, the 
tenants' assocation charged 
that tenants in B.C. are still 
treated as gypsies, "left to the 
mercy of landlords and 
moving from pillar to post — 
or from one apartment to the 


next after each yearly in¬ 
crease in rent.” 


The letter said Victoria 
tenants still support the rental 
review boards "as put for¬ 
ward by your party in the 
election program, also we 
firmly believe that 
justification is necessary for 
rent increases. 

it appears to us that rental 
accommodation is not con¬ 
sidered as serious and im¬ 
portant a problem as the 
tenants organizations feel." 


Youth 

faces 

death 

charge 

A 10 year old boy may 
appear next week in Victoria 
provincial court on a charge of 
murder punishable by im¬ 
prisonment for life. The 
charge was laid by RCMP in 
what originally appeared to be 
a Sooke fire death 
The boy was formally 
charged Thursday before 
Judge Harold Alder. The case 
was put over to next Wed¬ 
nesday, when prosecutor Cecil 
Branson and Legal Aid 
defence lawyer Lloyd 
McKenzie likely will discuss 
possible raising of the case to 
the adult court. 

Canadian law forbids 
publication of the name of an 
accused person in juvenile 
court or inferring his or her 
identity. 

The victim was identified as 
George Edwin Miller, 45, of 
6736 Sooke Road. 

Miller’s body was found late 
Feb 15 lying on a bed in a 
downstairs bedroom of his 
two-storey, four-bedroom 
home after a passerby saw 
smoke and called firemen. 

Sooke firemen said the blaze 
had been going for about an 
hour and added they 
suspected careless smoking 
was the cause. But all such 
deaths are the subjects of 
pathological examinations 
and a pathologist found Miller 
had been shot in the head. 

Colwood RCMP detectives, 
called into the case, said a 
wound had been found in the 
left side of the head, a small 
calibre weapon was believed 
responsible and foul play was 
suspected. 

Two days later, they an¬ 
nounced the arrest but gave 
no other details. 

Asked about the fire, they 
said only that they believed it 
was a case of arson. Other 
sources said one police theory 
was that the fire may have 
been set to cover the shooting 
or another crime 
There was no indication of 
what material was used, if 
arson was involved, to start 
the fire 

The day after the blaze, 
Sooke police said Miller was 
alone at the time. 

They said two of his 
children, a 19-year-old son and 
a 15-year-old daughter, were 
visiting friends in the area and 
that Miller’s wife and an 18- 
year-old daughter live in 
Vancouver.

Watchdog' put in picture 



People who talk and write 
about Victoria artist Emily 
Carr had better be careful 
what they say from now on. 


The provincial government 
has appointed an "Emily Carr 
watchdog" and she takes her 
mission seriously. 


Edyt he Hembroff- 
Schleicher of 360 Dallas Rd. 
has received a $2,000 grant to 
track down errors in material 
written about Carr, and to 
compile information about the 
artist for the B.C. Archives. 


"Since Emily Carr became 
so famous, many people from 
many places have jumped on 
the bandwagon and, because 
she makes such good copy, 
they invent the most ex¬ 
traordinary stories." said 
Hembroff-Schleicher. in a 
recent interview 


"I have had people tell me 
in all seriousness that Emily 
was so poor she used the paper 
in which her butcher delivered 
meat to paint a masterpiece." 


She finds errors about Carr 
everywhere, including two in 
her own book on the painter. 
M E. A Portrayal of Emily 
Carr, published in 1969 


Hembroff-Schleicher first 
met Emily Carr in 1930 as a 
young art student recently 
returned home to Victoria 
Irom studies abroad. Carr was 
then 58. supporting herself 
with her boarding house, the 
House of All Sorts, at 646 
Simcoe. and was in her most 
productive artistic period. 

Despite the age difference, 
the two remained friends 
through the '30s and until 
Carr's death in 1945. 

Hembroff Schleicher’s 
current projects include 
compiling a list of Carr 


painting exhibitions during 
her lifetime, and doing 
research for a writer in 
England writing a Carr 
biography. 

She hopes to edit a collection 
of Carr letters as well. 

Neither Victoria or British 
Columbia ever appreciated 
Carr. said Hembroff- 
Schleicher.

“As far as 1 know, the only 
thing the city ever did for its 
most famous daughter was to 
allow her sister. Alice, to build 
a small stone bridge, at her 
own expense, in Emily’s 
memory over a little stream 
in Beacon Hill Park." she 
said. 

"It is my hope that the B.C. 
government will now make 


amends by purchasing the 
House of All Sorts and 
restoring it to its original state 
and honoring Emily's original 
plan for the-house " 

That plan was to create a 
"people’s art gallery." 

Carr is "a gold mine to the 
province. She's helped to put 
ICC. on the map." she said. 

She used to be called 
Canada's most famous 


woman artist. Now the 
woman' has been deleted and 
she is simply the most famous 
artist. Unfortunately B.C. still 
does not appreciate her." 

Hembroff-Schleicher once 
owned four Carr paintings. 
Three she sold, and the fourth 
she never got framed It was 
on inferior paper and 
gradually disintegrated and 
she had to throw it out.

Class cuts 


promised 
by Dailly 


The provincial government 
has made a formal com¬ 
mitment to reduce class sizes 
in B.C. by promising to 
decrease the province-wide 
student-teacher ratio by 4.5 
over three years. 

The ratio of professional 
teachers to students in B.C. 
now stands at 21.5 and 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly has promised to reduce 
that figure by 1.5 a year for 
the next three years. 

Rut the plan will not mean 
17 students per classroom 
across the province, since the 
21.5 figure includes all cer¬ 
tified teachers, many of whom 
are administrators 
B.C. Teachers' Federation 
estimates average elemen¬ 
tary class size now at 29.4 and 
secondary classes at 25.9. 

Dailly said she cannot 
predict how much each in¬ 
dividual class will be reduced 
and can only guarantee to 
lower the provincial average. 

Shi* also said her depart¬ 
ment reserves the right to 
distribute that decrease 
among school districts in the 
way it sees fit, depending on 
the existing average in each 
area. 

Department officials said 
they did not know how many 
new teachers will have to be 
hired to achieve the smaller 
ratio and therefore could not 
say how much the plan will 
cost the government 
School districts across the 
province are now applying the 
education minister for the 
speci$l 2$rrants she has 
promised to aid them in 
reducing class size this year. 

Dailly has not yet explained 
^ow the special warrants will 
be distributed to the various 
school districts but she has 
asked for a teacher and a 
school board representative 
to aid her department in 
studying the ubmi sions 
from each district. 

While she would not 
elaborate on the specific 
criteria she will use in issuing 
the warrants, she said school 
hoards which have already 
moved on their own initiative 
to decrease class size by 
increasing local taxes will 
also be considered for 
warrants. 

The minister told the 
legislature her government 
has already moved to 
decrease class size by adding 
1.4(H) teachers to the school 
system last year. 

Department officials said 
that increase worked to 
reduce the student-teacher 
rat 10 1 rom 22.7 in 1972 to 21.5 in 
1973 

Dailly also called on school 
boards to try to re-distribute 
their professional staff to 
make better use of teachers 
and in that way reduce class 
size. 

Rut reducing class size is 
not a panecea for all 
educational ills, she warned 


the legislature, adding that 
teachers ami the government 
must work towards improving 
the educational environment 
generally. 

The minister also took the 
opportunity to announce an 
end to textbook fees 
previously charged secondary 
school students. 

It will cosl the province $4 
million to $5 million a year to 
eliminate the textbook fee. 
which has lx*en set at $4 for 
junior secondary students and 
$5 lor senior secondary 
students, he said. 

Speaking generally on 
education in B.C over the last 
year, the minister said the 
kindergarten population has 
increased 41 per cent this year 
following the new government 
regulation required every 
school district to provide 
kindergarten services. 


Teachers 
pleased 
by plan 

A government pledge to 
reduce the pupil-teacher ratio 
in B.C. to a target of 17 to one 
was praised this week by Jim 
MacFarlan. president of B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation. 

"Were very pleased with 
the statement." MacFarlan 
said. 

At least 4.500 teachers 
would have to be hired in the 
next three years to fulfil the 
pledge, he added 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly this week promised to 
reduce the pupil-teacher ratio 
by 1.5 students per class each 
year for the next three years. 

Present provincial average 
is 21.5 students per teacher, 
she said. 

Peter Bunn, chairman of the 
Greater Victoria school 
(ward, said he wasn't sure 
what the announcement will 
mean for Greater Victoria 
district 

The board has already 
committed $ho.ooo to reduce 
the pupil-teacher ratio in 
elementary classrooms in its 
1974 budget, a budget that far 
exceeded the government’s 
IK) per cent guidelines. 

"The boards that 
recognized their respon¬ 
sibility have done this (in¬ 
cluded money for reducing the 
pupil-teacher ratio)," Bunn 
said. "The gutless ones will 
now have it handed to them." 
he said 

Some (wards. such as the 
Surrey board, approved 1974 
budgets that would have 
raised the pupil-teacher ratio 
in order to control spending. 


UNION URGES 

Paper boys 
'exploited' 


Newspaper carriers are the 
most exploited group of 
workers and should be 
organized into a union, Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council delegates 
were told Wednesday night. 
"This idea that they are all 
little businessmen is a lot of 
crap," said Scotty Neish 
He said his son had been a 
carrier for one of Victoria's 
daily papers, and it had been a 
bad experience. 

At one stage the boy had to 
pay the full cost of eight 
papers for several days, 
because "stop orders" 
(cancelling delivery) had not 
been put through in time 
Paper boys, he said, have to 
buy their papers wholesale, 
and receive only 30 cents a 


month for themselves for each 
paper. 

The cost of unsold papers and 
of papers delivered where 
payment could not be 
collected, all came out of the 
boy's profits 

Harvey Waldner. 
representing Printing 
Pressmen at the meeting, said 
that some years ago the paper 
boys had organized them¬ 
selves and had acutally gone 
out on strike 

As a result, he said, con¬ 
ditions for the boys had im 
proved. 

• The Express operates on a 
different system under which 
paper carriers return unsold 
papers and keep 5 cents for 
each paper sold

The "farcical” B.C. Alcohol 
and Drug Commission should 
be dismantled immediately, 
Socred MLA Bob McClelland 
t Langley i urged in the House 
this week 

The commission, and 
especially its chairman, Peter 
Stein, has been "a total 
failure" and had a 
detrimental effect on con¬ 
ditions in llie province. 

"Stein holds out no hope for 
the alcoholics and drug ad¬ 
dicts," McClelland said 
Stein, a former member of 
the LeDain federal com¬ 
mission on the non-medical 
use of drugs, announced at a 
press conference late last 
year that he had no reason to 
be optimistic about the suc¬ 
cess of treatment programs of 
any kind. 

The seven-member com¬ 
mission set up by the 
government last summer to 
coordinate the activities of 
five departments involved in 
drug and alcohol program is 
diametrically opposed to the 
work and recommendations of 
another government study, 
McClelland said. 

He said he favoured 
recommendations of Dr. 
Malcolm Matheson. senior 
member of the attorney- 
general's department, who 
urged the establishment of 
treatment programs. 

Compulsory treatment in 
special facilities to isolate 
drug dependent individuals 
should be set up, said Mc¬ 
Clelland 

The commission should be 
scrapped, alcohol and drug 
treatment taken out of other 
departments and put under 
the health ministry, and a 
select standing committee of 
the legislature set up to deal 
with Matheson's proposals for 
treatment, the MLA 
suggested. 

He told the house that 
Stein's commission had spent 
thousands of dollars and not 
produced a single program to 
help addicts. 

Moreover, he said, Stein had 
• openly admitted to a group of 
school students that he 
believes marijuana should be 
legalized, and the government 
cannot justify the ap¬ 
pointment of a person with 
such a well-known bias.

Cement firms admit guilt 


VANCOUVER - Gorge 
Road Hospital and a building 
at the University of Victoria 
were named by federal 
prosecutor J. A. McLennan as 
two construction jobs 
‘allocated’ to Ocean Cement 
and Butler Bros, in an illegal 
combine scheme. 

The firms are among the 
five which made a surprise 
plea of guilty Tuesday in B.C. 
JL-Supreme Court to conspiring 
l . Jo lessen competition by either 
price fixing, job allotment, or 
both. 

Though pleading guilty, the 


firms Deeks Lafarge Ltd., 
Uifargc Cement Ltd., Metro 
Concrete Ltd. and the two 
named above — insisted that 
no undue profits had resulted 
from their actions and that 
financial returns were 
moderate to low. 

Charges covered the period 
1962 to 1971. 

On Tuesday. McLennan 
declined to name the actual 
jobs where suppliers decided 
among themselves which 
' would be the successful bidder 
but on Wednesday he said he 
felt it was his duty to provide 
names. 


He also listed a number of 
jobs in the Greater Vancouver 
area which had been 
“allocated”. These included 
The Bentall Centre. Royal 
Centre. Hudson Bridge piers. 
Air Canada hangar, a project 
at Vancouver General 
Hospital, a 60-unit con¬ 
dominium. and Project 200 at 
Canada Square. 

Following the guilty plea, 
believed to be a Canadian 
“first" under the federal' 
Combines Act. lawyers for the 
firms and the federal 


government made detailed 
submissions on sentence. 

A prosecutor talked about 
hypothetical fines ranging 
from $10,000 to $500,000 and an 
accountant later equated 


them to a man earning $15,000 
per year. He said a $150,000 
fine for Canada Cement 
l^ifarge would be equivalent 
to a fine of $131 against the

cheaply than natural gas and 
petroleum products. 

Petroleum now being ex¬ 
tracted from the Alberta tar 
sands is too thick to use or 
even transport. However, Dr. 
G M. Griffiths, a nuclear 
consultant for the federal 
science ministry, foresees the 
problem being solved by the 
.tremendous heat produced by 
nuclear reactors. 

By adding nuclea rproduced 
hydrogen gas to the tar sands 
petroleum. Dr. Griffiths 


believes a higher-grade crude 
could be produced with more 
of the important lighter- 
fraction fuels and chemicals. 

The scheme would allow 
Canada to stretch its 
petroleum and natural gas 
resources Hydrogen gas be 
used as a fuel for heat and 
transportation. Non¬ 
renewable natural gas and 
petroleum could then be used 
exclusively in the 
petrochemical industry, in¬ 
cluding the fabrication of 
plastics. 

"It may be unwise to use up 


our remaining fossil fuels for 
producing energy if this 
means leaving none as raw- 
materials for producing 
energy if this means leaving 
none as raw materials for Hie 
petrochemical industry." Dr. 
Griffiths said. 

His idea for using nuclear 
energy involves a modified 
reactor that would convert 
thorium into burnable 
uranium. Such a system is 


now under study by the 
science ministry and Atomic 
Energy of Canada The in¬ 
dications are that it will be 
able to use a larger per¬ 
centage of Canada's nuclear 
fuel resources and produce 
power at a much lower cost 
than nuclear reactors of the 
type now used at Pickering. 
This is because thorium is 
three times as plentiful as 
uranium.

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Dayan 


JERUSALEM — Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan is providing problems for Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir who is trying to 
form a new government. 

Meir announced earlier this week she was 
willing to form a minority government 
composed of her own Labor Party and the 
Independent Liberal Party, following recent 
Israeli elections. 

Her announcement, less than an hour 
belore the expiration of the 21-day mandate 
to form a new government, came after 


negotiations, aimed at creating the National 
Religious Party, collapsed. 

The proposed coalition would give the 
government 58 votes in the 120-seat Israeli 
parliament. 

However Dayan has said he will not serve 
in the new minority government. A senior 
government official in Tel Aviv says Dayan 
will agree to continue as defence minister 
only if Meir agrees to call a new election. 

Dayan is quoted as saying that Israel 
should not be ruled by a government without 
a solid majority at a time of crucial 
negotiations with the Arabs.

And Gulf Oil. which never 
developed a broad credit 
program in the first place, is 
“going to look at the cards a 
little bit harder than before " 


But there is still hope for the 
notorist who likes to fill up his 
tank on credit. Exxon Cor¬ 
poration, biggest oil firm in 
the U.S.. says there has been 
no change in its policy. 

"We re not discouraging the 
use of credit cards,” an Exxon 
official said. "And other cards 
are still acceptable."

It has only one of the six 
established clubs but the West 
Division has grabbed the *

spotlight, and seems likely to 
keep it through the last third 
of the season 

Recent developments have 
continued the trend. The 
sensational rush of the 
Chicago Black Hawks and the 
increasing evidence that 
Philadelphia Flyers are in¬ 
deed championship con¬ 
tenders have set up an in¬ 
creasingly-exciting first-place 
battle. And behind the 
runaway leaders, four clubs 
are locked in a struggle for the 
last two playoff spots in 
another affair that should go 
down to the last few days of 
the schedule. 

Adding to the significance of 
their fourth meeting, which is 
tonight in Chicago, the Hawks 
and Flyers both won on 
Wednesday The Flyers took 
Detroit’s slump-ridden Red 
Wings, 3-1, and the Hawks 
cruised by the California 
Golden Seals, 3-0. 

That left the clubs four 
points apart and still sprinting 
in a surge which started after 
the all-star break. 

Flyers have lost only one of 
their last 10 games, but they 
were held to draws three 
times and getting 15 out of a 
possible 20 points wasn’t good 
enough to keep the Hawks 
from picking up four points. 

Now owning a six-game win 
streak, the Hawks are un¬ 
beaten in their last 10 games. 
And not only have they 
managed 19 out of a possible 
20 points but they have 
allowed only seven goals in 
the stretch and now have an 
eight-goal bulge in the Vezina 
Trophy race. 

Wednesday s shutout was 
the fifth in 10 games for Tony 
Esposito, the third in the last 
four games, and the 10th of the 
season. He is now tied with 
Bemie Parent of the Flyers 
for the shutout lead, and has 
the best goals-against average 
in the league. 

Playing 3,231 minutes in 54 
games, Esposito has allowed 
102 goals for a goals-against 
average of 1.894. Parent, 
playing in 53 games for 3,114 
minutes and allowing 101 
goals, has a goals against 
average of 1.946. 

Victory tonight is of more 
, importance to the Hawks than 
the Flyers, and not only 
because the Chicago dub 
starts the game four points in 
arrears. The schedule is 
heavily in favor of the Flyers 
the rest of the way. 

The Flyers have to play in 
New York against the 
Rangers tomorrow night, but 
it’s comparatively easy after 
that. They have only eight of 
their last 20 games on the road 
while the Hawks are away for 
13 of their last 20 games. And 
included in the Chicago 
schedule is a four-day stretch 
in which they have to meet 
Montreal Canadiens twice 
around a game against the 
Rangers. The Hawks also 
have games left against 
Toronto and Boston while the 
Hawks play Montreal and 
Boston once each and have 
two games left with the Leafs. 
And the last game against the 
Hawks is in Philadelphia, on 
March 23. 

In three previous meetings 
this season, the Flyers scored 

1- 0 and 4-2 victories and got a 

2- 2 draw. 

While the leaders pulled 
away, Minnesota North Stars 
moved into solid contention 
for a playoff spot, helped by 
slumps which kept St. Louis 
Blues from getting a solid grip 
on third place and Atlanta 
Flames and Los Angeled 
Kings mired well below .500. 


The blues, snaxen up by a 
coaching change and a trade, 
responded with a win and a tie 
in two games earlier this week 
and moved three points ahead 
of the fourth-place Flames, 
were their 7-1 victims on 
Tuesday night. The Kings, 
who seemed headed for better 
things after starting the 
month with four straight 
victories, have lost llieit last 
four starts. 

That brought them back to 
the suddenly-ambitious North 
Stars, who have two victories 
in a four-game unbeaten run 
and are now only two points 
out of fourth place. 



Horton dies in crash

Breakfast on Thursday was 
a sad occasion for many 
Canadian hockey fans. That’s 
when most of them heard 
about the death of Tim Hor¬ 
ton. one of the most respected 
veterans in the National 
Hockey League. 

Horton was fatally injured, 
early Thursday morning on 
the Queen Elizabeth Freeway 
near St. Catharines when hfs 
sports car flipped over in a 
spectacular crash. He was 
returning to Buffalo after 
playing for the Sabres in a 
Wednesday night game in

But he was a big 
reason why the Leafs became 
Stanley Cup winners in 1962, 
1963, 1964 and 1967. He was a 
runner-up in all-star voting as 
early as 1954. 

He reached that status 
again nine seasons later and 
finally won the first of three 
all-star berths in 1964.

third time in 1967, and then 
reached his recognized peak 
with all-star selection in 1968 
and 1969. 

One person who appreciated 
Horton's skills was Punch 
Imlach. coach of the Leafs in 
those four Stanley Cup years. 
Imlach, who became the head 
man at Buffalo when that city 
got an NHL franchise in 1971, 
hooked up with Horton again 
as soon as he could. 

That was in June, 1972, 
when Pittsburgh, believing 
that Horton was going to make 
good on one of his retirement 
announcements and also 
thinking of the huge salary he 
commanded, left him un¬ 
protected in the intra-league 
draft. 

Horton had been claimed in 
the same draft the year 
before, the Penguins taking 
him from New York Rangers, 
who had obtained him in a 
trade late in the 1969-70 
season. The Leafs got Guy 
Trottier, now playing in the 
World Hockey Association, 
and Pierre Jarry, who was 
traded to Detroit for Tim 
Ecclestone for Horton. 

Horton did for Buffalo what 
Imlach expected—providing 
the experience for the club’s 
young defencemen, par¬ 


ticularly Jim fcchoenteld. 
Many believed Horton's play 
made it possible for the 
Sabres to last season become 
the first East Division ex¬ 
pansion club to reach the 
playoffs. 

Horton hesitated about 
returning this season. Money 
was not really the major 
factor in that he was 
prospering as owner of a wide¬ 
spread doughnut business, but 
he was 44 years old and 
wondered about the rigors of 
another season. His age also 


showed earlier in the season 
But he improved steadily and 
it was fitting that in his last 
appearance he played well 
enough to be selected as one of 
the game's three stars. 

Horton's appearance 
Wednesday was his 1,446th 
league game in the NHL. He 
scored 115 goals and was 
credited with 403 assists and 
charged with 1.609 minutes in 
penalties. He also appeared in 
126 Stanley Cup games, 
scoring 11 playoff goals and 
collecting 39 assists.

“We are discussing now just 
how far we can go with 
roads,” he said. 

Winter flooding has given 
impetus to plans for drain 
improvements, for which 
there have been major phases 
of construction over the past 
two years. Nearly $500,000 


was spent on drainage last 
year. 

W'hen council has decided on 
a list of projects and alter¬ 
natives, including road work, 
"it is very possible we will go 
to the people with a new 
referendum,’' Lum said. 

Last fall Saanich voters 
rejected a capital works 
referendum that included a 
proposal for new ice skating 
facilities. 

Lum suggested a new ballot 
would allow voters to indicate 
a preference for particular 
projects, and a revised 
recreation proposal could be 
part of it.

to boost travel growth 


Expansion of off-season 
tourism on Vancouver Island 
is critical if the area hopes for 
long-term growth in its travel 
industry, according to a 
report of the B.C. department 
of trade and commerce. 

The report, entitled “In¬ 
vestment Potential in the B.C. 
Travel Industry”, said the 
bulk of Island tourists relies 
on ferry transportation and, 
for the ferry system to ex¬ 
pand, off-season traffic must 
increase to keep the system 
efficient. 

“The costs of attracting a 
growing volume of summer 
tourists may well begin to 
outweigh the benefits in the 
near future,” said the report. 

“This possible constraint 
does not imply a “no growth” 
travel industry for Vancouver 
Island,” it said, but provides a 
challenge to create off-season 
attractions and encourage 
qualitative rather than 


quantitative growth in the 
summer trade 
Vancouver Island is the 
second largest tourist area in 
the province, behind the 
southwest mainland, and it 
attracts 25 per cent of all U.S. 
visitors to B.C. 

Remarkable expansion in 
the industry generally was 
noted in the report, with $550 
million in travel expenditures 
in 1972 compared with $145 
million in 1962.

billion, according to the 
report, and 25,000 people 
collecting $150 million in 
salaries, will be employed in 
the industry. 

In 1971 18,000 people were 
employed at salaries totalling 
$70 million. 

One-half the tourist trade in 
the province stems from 
travel within its territories by 
B.C. residents and another 
third stems from U.S. 
travellers. 

Overseas tourists represent 
only two per cent of the trade 
but the report indicates there 
is “fantastic potential’' in the 


Japanese travel market. That 
trade should increase four¬ 
fold in the next five years. 

The report said conventions 
continue to be “an essential 
element” in the Vancouver 
Island industry, especially in 
the Capital region. 

"While some large con¬ 
ventions may have been lost to 
the district due to the lack of 
proper convention facilities 
capable of satisfying such 
groups, the Greater Victoria 
area has succeeded in 
establishing a reputation as a 
major convention centre,” it 
said.

Life in jails 
rendered man 
unable to cope 


A 38-year-old Victoria man 
who has mostly lived in in¬ 
stitutions since he was eight 
years old is "so thoroughly 
and completely in¬ 
stitutionalized (that) he goes 
back to the iron womb," 
Judge William Ostler said this 
week. 

He spoke in Victoria 
provincial court in the unusual 
case of Francis Joseph John, 
525 Johnson, who pleaded 
guilty Feb. 11 to a Sooke 
RCMP charge of a Jan. 8 
break-in and theft of more 
than $125 in cash and goods 
from a Jordan River service 
station. 

He was found soon af¬ 
terward, asleep in the back 
seat of someone else's car, 
behind Jordan River com¬ 
munity hall.

Funeral services were held 
this week for Harry H. 
Gregson founder ar.d 
publisher of the Oak Bay 
Leader, who died Tuesday at 
Veteran s Hospital. 

Gregson, who lived at 6120

served in the Second World 
War with the British Eighth 
army in the intelligence corps 
and had resided in Victoria 
since 1954. 

He is survived by his wife 
Olive, two daughters Patricia 
and Sally, and sons Anthony 
and Michael As well as 
relatives in England, Gregson 
leaves four grandchildren. 

i Canada 
briefs 

JASPER—The 3,000 
residents of this national park 
town were without power 
Wednesday after fire 
destroyed a die«el power 
plant. Officials blame the fire 
on sparks from a generator 
igniting leaking fuel from a 
tank truck. Mobile generators 
were rushed to the community 
from Edmonton to restore 
service. 

KAMLOOPS-The price of 
beef is going to rise con¬ 
siderably higher, unless long 
range security of grazing land 
is guaranteed, according to a 
brief presented to the 
provincial government by 
B.C. Cattlemen's Association. 

The cattlemen say grazing 
is being lost through the 
creation of parks and bans on 
■< grazing in existing parks. 


Wilson said John was first put 
in an institution when he was 
eight. Prosecutor Peter 
Birkett said John's adult 
record, in the 17 years since he 
turned 21, included sentences 
totalling 22>6 years for 23 
offences across Canada and in 
the U S. 

Urging psychiatric treat¬ 
ment for John, Wilson said he 
"is going to stay behind bars 
for the rest of his life unless 
something is done for him 
very quickly." 

He said John "has spent so 
much time on the inside that, 
whenever he gets out, society 
overwhelms him and he goes 
back to crime in order to be 
taken home to a place of 
comfort and security,” which 
Ostler said was going "back to 
the iron womb.” 

The judge said a pre- 
sentence report showed John 
was "an intelligent and 


promising man who simply 
got into a crime pattern and 
found it convenient and 
secure.” 

He said Wilson, the 
probation officer who wrote 
the report and others who had 
helped him did "an ex¬ 
traordinarily thorough job . . . 
he must now know he is not 
alone." 

Ostler said John still had 
four months from previous 
sentences to serve so he had to 
return to a federal prison. But 
John should "get what he can 
out of the institution * to 
prepare himself for a life in 
the community.” 

Courts must protect society 
"but there are special cases,” 
the judge added. A two-year 
term for the new break-in 
would be minimal but he 
sentenced John to 18 months, 
to be added to the remaining 
four months. 


A brand 
new look

Pres-to-logs are here to stay 








Automatic heat may be the 
order of the day, and piles of 
cordwood may have almost 
vanished from the city scene 
but the Pres-to-log is evidently 
here to stay. 

True, this convenient fuel is 
a minor factor in home 
heating, but it has found in¬ 
creasing use in fireplaces. 

For Greater Victorians, the 
Pres-to-log made its first 
appearance in 1954, two years 
after establishment of B.C. 

Forest Products’ plywood 

division 

By 1957, says Walter 
Pumphrey of BCFP, sales of 
the logs had reached 8,750 
units of 240 logs each. Figures 
rose yearly to a peak of 11,010 
units in 1961, then slackened 
off somewhat to a yearly 
average that is still around 
8,000 units. 

That drop mainly reflected 
the increased use of automatic 
oil or electric heat in city 
homes. 


Exclusive use 

Up to and during those peak 
years, more than one home 
used Pres-to-logs exclusively 
— in furnace, stove (including 


the hot-water coil) and 
fireplace. 

Householders found them 
inexpensive, slow-bumjhg, 
clean and convenient — as 
well as warming. They could 
be purchased at source for 
$1.15 for 10 logs or from one 
of several bulk outlets — both 
loading directly into the 
buyer’s car; or from 
dispensing machines. Or they 
could be ordered delivered by 
unit. 

When the home-heating 
demand fell oft, both BCFP 
and “MacMillan Bloedel in 
Vancouver, which had been 
making the logs since 1946, 
made successful efforts to 
increase their use in 
fireplaces. 

Simple process 

To that end the logs are 
packaged in cartons and made 
available in stores, super¬ 
markets, service stations and 
building supply centres. 

Manufacture of the logs is a 
simple process, in which four 
die-units are involved at 
BCFP 

For the makers, the logs 
must be a profitable un¬ 
dertaking, but they were 


devised first as a means of 
waste disposal. They are 
created from trimmings cut 
off in the creation of sheets of 
plywood. 

The material, which must 
be completely dry, is reduced 
first to chips and then to fine 
sawdust. This is forced under 
pressure of 20,000 pounds per 
square inch into cylinders 12 
inches long and four in 
diameter. 


U.S. briefs 

WASHINGTON — A minor 
earthquake has shaken parts 
of the Texas Panhandle and 
adjoining Oklahoma and 
Kansas areas, the U.S. 
Geological Service reported. 

DETROIT — General 
Motors says that more than 
40,000 hourly-paid workers in 
the Buick, Oldsmobile and 
Pontiac plants in Michigan 
will be laid off in the next 
three weeks as part of 
scheduled cutbacks. 

TOKYO — A judge heard 
complaints from homeowners 
demanding a "right to sun¬ 
shine” and then ordered the 
builder of a highrise apart¬ 
ment to limit the structure’s 
height to 10 storeys instead of 
16 


Lots of heat 

These cylinders are set in 
the rim of a huge wheel, 
rather like a vast revolver 
holding 40 rounds. The 
pressure generates heat up to 
450 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
while the wheel rotates it is 
water-cooled until, when a log 
returns to its starting place 
and is pushed out by a new log, 
it can be handled—gingerly. 

British Columbia is for¬ 
tunate in having, in its forests, 
the best raw material for 
these logs. However, logs 
have been created from other 
materials, even, in Saskat¬ 
chewan, from sunflower seed 
husks. 

B.C.’s logs are so good that 
there has been a demand for 
them from as far away as 


California but shipping cost 
has been a deterrent, for each 
log weighs about seven-a t xl-a- 
half pounds. 

In color, too 

With their increasing use in 
fireplaces, chemicals are 
sometimes added to create 
colored flames — very at¬ 
tractive, especially at 
Christmas, but because of the 
chemical much more ex¬ 
pensive. 

So it seems that what began 
as profitable waste-disposal, 
and continued with a growing 
concern over ecology, and 
energy, will continue as a 
source of warmth in fireplaces 
wherever the Pres-to-log may 
be obtained.

Insider trading denied 


A Vancouver law firm has 
denied allegations that some 
of its members acted im¬ 
properly in purchasing shares 
in its client firm, Dunhill 
Development Corporation, 
prior to its takeover by the 
provincial government. 

Reacting to Social Credit 
MLA on Phillips' call for a 
royal commission to in¬ 
vestigate the share purchases, 
the I^adner Downs law firm 
said none of its members 
placed orders for Dunhill 
shares between the time of the 
government purchase 
negotiations and the time of 
the public announcement. 

Premier Barrett called the 
charges “filth, nothing but 
filth. 

“If there’s one shred of

January 1974, Philips said,

MacMillan Bloedel’s sales 
and other income in 1973 
topped the $1 billion mark for 
the first time in the company’s 
history, board chairman 
Robert Bonner said this week. 

Gross earnings for the year 
amounted to $1.219,241,715, 
compared with $966,495,492 
1972. Net earnings in 1973 were 
$81,752,437 compared with 
$40,184,186 in 1972. 

Bonner said more than 40 
per cent of the company’s 
earnings for 1973 came from 
operations owned or partially- 
owned by MacMillan Bloedel 
outside B.C. 

The increased net earnings 
arose from "the sustained 
demand in world markets for 
most of the company's 
products,” Bonner said. 

"Pulp, newsprint, liner- 
board and packaging product 
markets remained strong 
throughout the year. 

“Sales of lumber and 
plywood were generally at 


high levels, hut some easing of 
demand for these products 
occurred in the latter part of 
the year. 

"It is as yet difficult to 
assess a number of factors 
which may influence other¬ 
wise good prospects for 1974. 
Abroad, these include the 
effect on traditional markets 
of high-priced oil and its 
general availability, while in 
B.C. a heavy year of labor 
negotiations lie ahead."

Fired education com¬ 
missioner John Bremer said 
this week his work to 
stimulate participatory 
education apparently 
frightened politicians and 
education department of¬ 
ficials. 

Breaking his silence about 
his January firing, Bremer 
said he thought his espousal of 
public participation and local 
control of education got him 
into trouble with the govern¬ 
ment. 

“Politicians generally like 
to keep control of things, and 
one of the conflicts that is 
being worked out in B.C., not 
just in education, is whether 
public participation or public 
control is the same thing as 
government control,” Bremer 
said. 

“You cannot, without a 
charge of real arrogance, 
assume the government is the 
people,” he said. 

Bremer said it appears the 
NDP government is beginning 
to identify its self-interest 
with the interests of the people 
at large, which people have 
objected to about previous 
governments. 

He said Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly tried to per¬ 
suade him to become a 
department official, but he 
resisted because he wouldn’t 
have been able to talk as 
freely.

Indians want protection for 
the environment included in 
any land-claim settlement 
with senior governments, 
according to Tsarlip band 
chief Philip Paul. 

Paul is director of the land 
claim research centre set up 
by B.C. Indian chiefs to gather 
data for a legal battle for 
compensation for lands taken 
away from native peoples of 
the province. 

The centre i$ located In the* 
former Sacred Heart School 
on McKenzie Avenue. 

“We are not only looking for 
mopey,” said Paul, “we are 
more interested in a set¬ 
tlement based on land.” 

“Land is the basis of life,” 
he added. “Thus Indians are 
deeply concerned at the 
degradation of the en¬ 
vironment for the almighty 
dollar.

Indians base their claims on 
the Royal Proclamation of 
1763 which stated explicitly 
how colonial governments 
were to deal with Indian 
lands.

Man of many interests 


George McBride is a man 
of many interests, none of 
which is George McBride 
himself. 

So anyone trying to gather 
material for a profile of the 
man has to listen to a lot about 
other things first. 

Come to think about it, that 
is McBride: A living com¬ 
pendium of information and 
interests gathered in a 
lifetime spent largely in 
public library service. 

"A man's value," he says, 
"is his personal knowledge, 
his own experience. The brain 
is like a computer. You may 
ask it a question but you won’t 
get any answer unless that 
answer has been put in there." 

McBride retired recently as 
head of the reference 
department in Greater Vic¬ 
toria Public Library main 
branch, ending a working 
career that began in 1928. 

He was born in Liverpool in 
1911. educated there and went 
out to work at 17 with the 
Liverpool public Library. 
Except for service in the 
Second World War, he 
remained there until 1963. 

In 1940 he enlisted with the 
Koyal Air Force where, 
working in flight control at 
first with fighter squadrons, 
he saw service in Europe and 
the Middle East. 

His group was aboard one of 
a convoy of 22 ships in 1941 
bound for the Greek front 
when they learned Greece had 
been overrun. 

Posted to the Egyptian 
front, McBride served there 
until 1944 and survived the bad 
days of Rommel’s march "to 
within 20 kilos of where I was 
stationed," and the better 
days after the battle of El 
Alamein and the 8th Army’s 
march westward. 

From flight control, Mc¬ 
Bride transferred to Coastal 
Command, and on his return

Milk hikes 
due in March 

Milk prices will increase 
again, probably by one or two 
cents a quart, early in March. 

Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich told the legislature 
this week that increasing feed 
costs, especially hay, will 
likely necessitate the hike. 

However, calculations in 
accordance with a price in¬ 
crease formula worked out h> 
milk producers with Ottawa 
have not yet been completed 
he said. Ottawa must approve 
the increase or the four-cent 
federal subsidy will be can¬ 
celled. 

The subsidy lowered the 
price of a quart of milk four 
cents last year but Stupich 
said B.C. has applied to in¬ 
crease the price "about three 
times" since then and each 
time Ottawa has agreed to the 
hike. 

The latest increase may 
offset completely the federal 
subsidy.

British Columbia mining 
company executives plan new 
submissions to the provincial 
government in an effort to get 
amendments to proposed 
mining royalty legislation 
before it becomes law. 

The industry is particularly 


alarmed about a proposed 50 
per cent tax on high earnings 
of mining companies. The 
basic royalty would be 2.5 per 
cent in 1974, rising to 5 per 
cent in 1975, but if selling 
prices rise above a level set by 
the provincial cabinet, the 


government would collect 50 
per cent of the windfall 
revenue. 

W. J. Burnet, chairman of 
Cominco Ltd., and Dr. Nor¬ 
man Keevil, president of Teck 
Corp Ltd., said they would 


seek revisions in the 
proposals. 

Cominco and Teck are the 
two companies most im¬ 
mediately affected because 
they have ore bodies ready to 
be mined. 

Cominco owns Valley 


B.C. royalties proposals 
touch off market plunge 


The stock market reacted 
sharply to news the provincial 
government is planning a 50 
per cent royalty on high in¬ 
come from British Columbia 
mines as well as a basic 2.5 
per cent royalty that will rise 
to 5 per cent next year. 

Gold and copper, in that 
order, are expected to be hit 
hardest by the 50 per cent levy 


on unusually high prices for 
minerals. 

Northair, a gold property 
near Squamish, traded half a 
million shares the day after 
the legislation was unveiled 
and plunged from $4.55 to $3.55 
before settling at $4.10, down 
60 cents from the previous 
day's close. 

About half the 181 mining 


stocks on the Vancouver Stock 
Exchange recorded losses. 

Valley Copper fell $1.75 at 
$9.50 while Afton fell $1.25 to 
$8.50. 

Other early losers included 
Colby Mines, Dankoe Mines, 
Northwest Ventures, Silver 
Standard, Western Mines and 
Welcome North. 

Brokers had mixed views on 


the long-term effects of the 
new royalties. 

One said the royalties would 
have a cooling effect on 
mining exploration and 
market interest would suffer. 

Another broker said most of 
the early losses would 
probably be recovered soon 
and the market would adjust 
to the new tax policies. 


Copper, an ore body with 
reserves of at least 1.6 billion 
pounds. It is mainly low grade 
ore but would be the biggest 
mine in the province if it went 
into development. It is located 
in Highland Valley near Ash¬ 
croft. 

Teck owns Afton Mines, a 
smaller ore body near 
Kamloops, but of high grade. 

Both companies have 
delayed their feasibility 
studies until they see the final 
form of royalty legislation. 

Cominco . refused to 
speculate on whether it would 
pull out of the Valley Copper 
project if the government 
refuses to amend its royalty 
legislation. 

Burnet said the proposed 
legislation contained a large 
number of uncertain 
elements, including too much 
ministerial discretion in 
administering the act. 

Keevil said the industry 
probably could live with the 5 


per cent royalty but he was 
opposed to the 50 per cent tax 
on excess income. 

He said mining companies 
have to be permitted to make 
good profits in successful 
years to carry them through 
the lean years. 

W. J. Tough, president of 
the Mining Association of 
British Columbia, issued the 
following statement after a 
day-long meeting with mining 
company executives on the 
royalty question: 

“There is no such thing as 
windfall profits, regardless of 


politics. The mining industry 
operates in cyclical market 
prices which are established 
not in B.C. but in the world. 

"When feasibility studies 
are made to put a mine into 
production, we hope that 
during the period of operation 
the mine will hit two of the 
cyclic highs — perhaps only 
one — knowing full well there 
will be an equal number of 
cyclical lows during which we 
must continue operations." 

He said a provincial 
government offer to reduce 
royalties on smelted copper 
was disappointingly low. On

The deficit was $13.9 million 
more than last year and was 
attributed to the introduction 
of a coding and mechanization 


program in the department. 

Ouellet said the post office 
delivered 4,751 million pieces 
of mail during the fiscal year, 
compared with 4,713 million 
pieces during the previous 
year. 

The department completed 
the postal code system to 
cover all of Canada and ex¬ 


tended assured mail service to 
14 more cities, bringing to 56 
the number of cities included 
in the program.

Victoria Labor Council is 
sending a letter of censure to 
Environment Minister Jack 
Davis for his "Un-Canadian 
approach to the Canada-U.S. 
reciprocal salmon treaty 
negotiations." 

Davis charges the letter has 
"completely abrogated his 
responsibilities as minister of 
fisheries to protect the 
sovereign rights of the 
Canadian people " 

Council voted to send the 
letter after hearing from 
United Fisherman and Allied 
Workers Union delegates 
about the latest talks on the 
treaty. 

Scotty Neish quoted from a 
confidential statement of the 
Canadian proposal, saying he 
had been told he could not be a 
delegate if he revealed the 


contents of the document. 

He said Davis claims to be 
negotiating the Americans off 
the Fraser River. 

“That is a deliberate bloody 
lie,” he said. 

Over the past 12 years, 
Americans have caught 5Vi 
million more Fraser River 
fish than Canadians. 

The new proposal would cut 
that figure to 24 million “and 
they are trying to sell the idea 
that we are at equity now."

Noonc will ever claim Victoria is a bastion of heavy industry. 

But on worn sidestreets downtown, away from the fancy shops, concrete 
towers and come-hither lights, you can occasionally hear the heavy symphony that 
men compose when they shape heavy metal 


For most people, a foundry will remain forever a mystery Hidden machines 
clang and pound, whine and grind within the dark cavern of some work-stained 
shed They pass by. their idle curiosity over this strange music soon forgotten. 

But go inside Victoria Foundries l.td at fi22 Pembroke for a few moments. It’s 
a giant russet barn of a building which has stood much as it is now for just over a 
century. • . 


Men cast iron there today much as they did then, with fire and sand and sweat, 
a system both primitive and efficient. 

Perhaps in 1869 it was for stoves or weights to tether horses. Now it is for 
ponderous manhole covers and the gratings you see at curbside where winter rains 
flow down to storm sewers. 

• 

Roy and Stan Smith and Ken Druce are the remaining partners o» seven 
employees who bought the foundry about 20 years ago They have 22 to 25 on the 
payroll — molders, furnace men and helpers earning $4.40 to $5.90 an hour. 

Here in the jumbled yard is a pile of coke, hauled by rail from Minnesota at 55 
tons to the carload, three carloads a year 


And this untidy heap is scrap iron, soon to be turned liquid white by tire, 10 tons 
of it every other day. 

Go inside first. The black sand piled on the dirt floor here is shovelled into 
forms, packed hard with an air rammer to make a simple earthen mold. With the 
pattern inside the form removed, the cast iron will be poured into the space left by 
the pattern. 


Every second day the furnace or cupola is fired up The scrap iron is dumped 
on a six-foot-deep bed of burning coke, and limestone is added to gather the im 
purities. 

Blowers feed the fire with air, pushing the temperature close to 3,000 degrees 
fahrenheit — white heat. More coke, more scrap iron, more limestone are layered 


The scrap iron melts, white drops filtering dowr. through the coke to be fun¬ 
nelled off at the base of the furnace into pots, ladled into the molds. 

“You could do all this with a modem plant,” Roy says, as he waves his hand 
around the ancient foundry, "for about $2 million. 

“But if we had $2 million, we’d go south.”

The confrontation, nearly 
115 years ago, came to be 
known as the Fig War and 
took place on San JUan Islands 
in the Strait of Georgia. 

Lloyd Meeds. Democratic 
member of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, has made 
two attempts to have the pig 
immortalized. 

In 1965 he introduced the Pig 
War National Historic Park 
bill to establish a com¬ 
memorative area on San Juan 
Island The park was 
dedicated in 1972 on the 100th 
anniversary of settlement 
there. 

This month Congressman 
Meeds proposed a com¬ 
memorative postage stamp 
picturing the wandering 
porker. But the U.S. postal 
service refused to give the 
idea its stamp of approval. 

The Pig War began on a 
warm, summer day in June of 
1859 when San Juan Island 
farmer Lyman Cutler stepped 
out on his porch to discover 
the pig rooting up his potatoes 
for the umpteenth time. 

Cutler found a speedy 
solution to the problem. He 
shot the trespassing animal. 
That brought the wrath of the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. down on 
him. The company threatened 
to take him to Victoria for a 
strong taste of British justice. 

No way. said Cutler’s neigh¬ 
bors. A treaty in 1846 had 
established that the in¬ 
ternational boundary line lay 


in mid-channel in the strait, 
thus making San Juan Island 
a U.S. territory 

But there were two channels 
in the strait. Which one did the 
boundary run through? 

The Americans called in the 
military, Capt. George 
Pickett arriving July 26. 1859, 
and stamping the island as 
U.S. territory. 

A week later, 61 Royal 
Marines stepped ashore from 
a British warship. They had 
different ideas. 

Senior officers were rushed 
to the scene — Rear-Admiral 
Robert Lambert Baynes of 
Britain and Gen. Winfield 
Scott of the U.S. 

Cooler heads prevailed and 
lor the next 12 years, during 
which time the U.S. Civil War 
raged, armed detachments 
eyed each other across the 
western end of the long in¬ 
ternational boundary line. 

Finally, the matter was 
referred to arbitration and in 
1871 Emperor Wilhelm I of 
Germany found for the U.S. 

Pickett went on to his place 
in history by leading the 
famous charge at Gettysburg, 
Pa., the high-water mark of 
the Confederate advance. 

Gen. Scott, on the Union side 
in the Civil War, ran un¬ 
successfully for president in 
1852, then set up the defences 
around Washington at the 
war’s outbreak and retired. 

History never did record 
whether or not the pig wound 
up on somebody’s dinner 
table.

Today the world’s biggest 
curling rock, lit feet in diameter 
and weighing thousands of 
pounds, will lead the Macdonald 
lassie parade from the Empress 
Hotel to the site of the 74 ladies 
curling championship. 

The parade will be led by the 
self-propelled monster stone and 
will Ik 1 followed by a big brass 
hand 

Next will come Potter’s eight 
matched Clydesdale showhorses 
sent over from liurnaby just for 
the day. 

From horses the switch will be 
to horsepower with 15 vintage 
Itolls Koyce automobiles tran¬ 
sporting Lassie challengers to 


the arena from a special lun¬ 
cheon at the Empress. 

The parade leaves the front of 
the Empress at noon today, 
proceeding north along Govern¬ 
ment Street to Fort; east along 
Fort to Douglas; north on 
Douglas to Fisgard; east along 
Fisgardto Blanshard; Blanshard 
north to the Memorial Arena’s 
Pembroke Street side; east along 
Pembroke to Victoria Curling 
Club parking lot — the site of 
“Crocus Mountain.” 

At Crocus Mountain acting 
mayor Malcolm Anderson will 
read a proclamation of Curling 
Week ill Victoria while New 
Brunswick’s Mabel De Ware will 
plant a sign inscribed “Crocus 


Mtn. Elev. 213 ft." 

In October, crocuses were 
planted on the mountain (a rocky 
outcrop in the parking lot) by 
representatives of all curling 
clubs in Greater Victoria. 

At the same time, the parks 
board planted over 2,000 bulbs 
and bulbs were also mailed to 
representatives of the 10 
provinces. 

Instructions with the bulbs 
gave directions for growing the 
crocuses so they would bloom in 
time for the Lassie.

Keen and clean. 

That’s the way women curlers 
prefer their ice and that’s the 
way it’s going to be next week at 


ternoon, only hours before the 
official opening ceremonies. 

"If there are any problems 
with the ice, they’ll be quickly 
noticed,” Kearns said, “as we 
believe they're going to have the 
biggest crowd on opening night. 
We'll find out about the tem¬ 
perature of the arena, the air 
conditioning and the effect of 
television lights on the playing 
surface at that time.” 

The last time Memorial Arena 
was used for curling was in 1958 
when the Brier competition was 
held here. But new refrigeration 
equipment and lighting has been 
installed since then and Kearns 
fully believes the Blanshard 
Street structure will readily 
convert to a 5200-seat curling 
rink. 

Kearns has lined up a top 
refrigeration man in Frank 
Dobson of the Esquimau Sports 
Centre. And he’ll be calling on 
Tony Gutoski of the Victoria 
Curling Club, who represented 
B.C. in the 1958 Brier, for advice. 

In addition, Kearns has 
recruited Harold Mewton, Ken 
McLaughlan, Ed Moyes, Doug 
Stewart and Dennis Riley, all 
from the Racquet Club, for duty 
in the week-long event.

Lloyd Kearns, who i$ termed 
“ice administrator” rather than 
ice maker for the event, has been 
working on the ice since early 
Thursday morning directing a 
crew of experienced curling ice 
men. 

“I've found that women curlers 
are much more concerned about 
the quality of the ice than men 
are,” Kearns explained this 
week, “so we’re doing all we can 
to have the arena ice in perfect 
shape.” 

Kearns, manager of the 
Racquet Club in Victoria and a 
40-year veteran of icemaking, 
must have the ice surface ready 
for a practice on Sunday af-

Kearns will also be calling on 
arena engineer Frank Ball and 
ice maker Des Thornhill for 
valuable assistance. 

"The arena people, from Jack 
Morgan and John Bate on have 
given us full co-operation on any 
questions we have had and 
helped us solve many problems 
before we even got into the 
arena.” 

In the past two days, the 
Kearns' crew has been installing 
dividers (donated by Westcan 
Terminals and painted free by 
Mel Gardiner of the Racquet 
Club, scoreboards, seats, hacks 
and foot cleaners. 

“We’re using very low dividers 
and there will be scoreboards at 
each end of the rink to assure 
better viewing,” he added. 

The crew has also worked 
around the clock to get the ice 
perfectly level on all five sheets. 

“It’s very important for the ice 
to be level,” Kearns continued. 


“but that's not to say there won’t 
be any ‘runs’ of ‘falls’ in the ice. 
they are part of any .curling 
match and it's up to the skips to 
adjust to the conditions.” 

Kearns is an exponent of “live" 
ice as opposed to ice which is 
allowed to sit for two or three 
days before being re-surfaced. 

“We’re planning to put down a 
quarter-inch of new ice each 
night and we’ll be putting a fresh 
"pebble" on it before each 
draw." 

Mewton, who worked for 
Kearns for 10 years in North 
Vancouver, is considered to be 
one of the finest pebblers in the 
province and he will do all the 
coating of the ice. 

“Harold must backpedal about 
a mile a day pebbling the ice 
here,” Kearns joked, “so he 
shouldn't have any difficulty with 
this event." 

What problems does Kearns 
foresee? 


“Smokers and television lights. 
I'm insisting that the no-smoking 
rule be strictly enforced so that 
there will be less chance of the 
ice getting greasy or dirtied by 
floating ash. And I’ve been 
assured the lights will be well 
away from the ice surface but I'll 
have to wail and see." 

And does he expect any 
complaints from the ladies? 

"No I've found that curlers 
who reach the top — either 
provincial or national champions 
— rarely have anything to sa.. 
about the ice. They have beeom*. 
champions by adjusting to any 
kind of surface. It's usually the 
spectators who complain the 
most!" 

But Kearns is taking no 
chances. He and his crew will be 
out to produce the finest ice 
surface possible for Canada's 
premier women curlers of 1974. 
And that means keen and clean.

“I don’t recall any ladies' 
league at that time and so I 
curled with the men.” 

The Macdonald Lassie win at 
Charlottetown last year made it 
three straight Canadian titles lor 
Joyce and rink mates skip Vera 
Pezer, third Sheila Rowan and 
lead Lee Morrison. 

Both Vera and Joyce are ex¬

Joyce agrees with most 
championship-calibre curlers 
that getting along with other 
members of the team is a big part 
of a success story.

When did curling arrive in 
Canada? 

Curling in Canada dates back 
lo the days of General Wolfe's 
Highland soldiersalter the Battle 
on the Plains of Abraham. 

According to legend, a few of 
Wolfe's soldiers conspired with 
the regimental blacksmith to 
fashion iron curling stones out of 
melted down cannon balls. 


Although stories of Highland 
soldiers curling on the frozen 
surface of the St. Lawrence River 
date back to the 1750s. credit for 
introduction of curling to Canada 
must be given to transplanted 
Scottish settlers. 

The Royal Montreal Curling 
Club was formed in 1807 and the 
Scots in Quebec City formed a 
club in 1821. The Halifax Curling 


Club was formed in 1824, while in 
Upper Canada the first club was 
formed in Kingston in 1820.

Those blankety-blanks 


Deliberately blanking an end is 
common strategy in curling 
today, but it created quite a stir 
the first time the tactic was 
introduced. 

And it was the late Gordon 
Hudson of Winnipeg who is 
credited with introducing the 
strategy in competition. The 
tactic calls for the skip holding 
last-rock advantage to 
deliberately throw through the 


house and blank the end in a close 
game or with the score tied. 

Hudson surprised Eastern 
Canada observers with the 
strategy in the 1928 national 
men’s playdowns at Toronto 
Granite Club. The score was tied 
after the 10th end and Manitoba 
held last-rock advantage on the 
11th. 

Stepping into the hack, Hudson 
was faced with an open house and 


needed only to draw anywhere to 
the 12-foot to count a point. 
Instead, he deliveratcly threw 
through the house. The shot drew 
loud murmurs of derision. 
Hudson counted (he winning 
point as the 12th and final end. 

The strategy is so 
commonplace today lhal in Ihe 
1963 Brier playdowns at Brandon, 
a lotal of 91 blank ends were 
recorded.

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Life of curling 
for president 


Like many Pacific coast 
curlers, the president of the 
Canadian Ladies' Curling 
Association began curling on the 
prairies. 

Marjorie Kerr, of Vancouver, 
started in high school in 
Manitoba. 

When she moved to British 
Columbia she joined the Pacific 
Indies Curling Club, where, in 
addition to curling, she worked 
on the executive — eventually 
becoming president. 

Marjorie has for many years 
been interested in assisting 
junior curlers. It was fitting 
during her term as second vice- 
president of the CLCA she 
worked on the committee which 
set up the first Canadian girls 
championship held in Winnipeg 
in 1972. 

Then, in 1973 when she was first 
vice-president, the first senior 
ladies championship was held in 
Ottawa. 

Besides being active in the 
IODE, Marjorie curls regularly 
at the Vancouver Ladies Curling

Club. Her husband Charlie is well 
known in curling circles, having 
played lead for Ken Watson’s 
Brier championship team in 1936. 
He is now a popular coach and 
instructor of all ages in Van¬ 
couver.

Curling is one sport you can 
start playing when you're 12 and 
still be playing when you’re 70. 

That, in part, accounts for the 
upsurge in interest in girls 
curling in the Victoria area over 
the past five years, according to 
Marg Slurrock. president of the 
Vancouver Island district of the 
B.C. branch of the Canadian 
Girls' Curling Association. 

If a girl starts playing a sport 
like basketball or volleyball in 
school, she’ll have trouble finding 
a team to play with when she's 
finished school. 

"The sport is growing all the 
lime." Mrs. Sturrock said. 

“Our future women curlers are 
coming up from the girls' teams 
in the city and on the Island.” 

The Canadian Girls’ Curling 
Association was formed in 
Kebruary, 1970 and in 1971 it was 
taken under the wing of the 
Canadian Ladies' Association. 

Any girl, 19 or under can play 
in the league whether from high

school, university or the working 
world. There is now a total 
enrolment of 216 girls in the 
Vancouver Island district. 

Clubs in Victoria which have 
girls teams in the league are 
I’lavland. the Racquet Club, and 
Ksquimalt and Victoria Curling 
Clubs. 

Teams in the Vancouver Island 
district play off to find the 
district champion. That team 
goes on to the provincial 
championship and the winner 
there attends the Canadian 
match. 

The 1974 Canadian event is 
scheduled for Edmonton March 
10-15. 

B.C.'s entry in the match is a 
rink skipped bv.Linda Tweedie Of 
the University of B.C. in Van¬ 
couver. She won her place in the 
tournament by topping all other 
B.C. rinks at the provincial 
championships held earlier this 
year in Merritt. 


Affiliation fees for the girls are 
25 cents to belong to the 
provincial association and 40 
cents for the Canadian 
organization. 

The fees help finance the trips 
to provincial and national 
championship games. When a 
rink from B.C. qualifies for the 
provincial games, the B.C. 
association pays for tran¬ 
sportation and the district league 
ixiys for mealsand accomodation 
for the girls. 

The girls’ association has faced 
a problem for the last four years 
of its existence which it hopes to 
rectify at a meeting during this 
year's Lassie tournament in 
Victoria. 

The age groups for the girls’ 
and women's leagues overlap by 
one year, allowing a 19-year-old 
woman to play in both leagues. 
The Lassie meeting should see 
either the lowering of the girls’ 
age group or the raising of the 
women's age group.

“The secretary has never seen such a thing,” he wrote, “and he 
hopes this will be the last time that ever he shall hear of champagne 
being exhibited at a bonspiel dinner.” 

A noted Canadian curler, Colonel Dyde, apologized for the 
champagne, but noted “there is no good — even tolerable — whisky to 
be had here.” 


Courtesy wins 


in every game 


The game of curling has 
always been noted for the 
prevalence of good sports¬ 
manship among its members 
and the friendly, courteous 
rivalry that exists on the ice. 

Curiing is also noted for having 
a minimum number of rules 
governing conduct of players. 

Most of the courtesies 
suggested below will not be found 
in the rule books, yet they are 
adhered to by all curlers who 
understand thetruespirit and the 
traditions of the roaring game. 

When a player is in the hack 
ready to deliver, stand still. Keep 
silent if he or she is within ear¬ 
shot. Keep a respectable distance 
away. 

Do nothing that would 
distract the player — or disturb 
concentration. This applies 
particularly to your opponents — 
unlike other team sports where 
Ixith spectators and players offer 
the razz. 

— Don’t be afraid to 
congratulate opposing players 
when they make a good shot and, 
above ail, never, by word or 
deed, be guilty of any action that 
would embarrass a player who 
has missed a shot. 

—Shake hands before and after 
each game to signify good 
curling. 

—Stay out of the “house” area 
when the opposition are throwing 
their rocks. 

—Never cross the ice when the 


opposition is in the process of 
throwing or sweeping. 

—Always be ready to play 
when it is your turn. 

—Make sure your shoes and 
equipment are dean so that dirt 
and debris will not affect the 
course of a rock. 

—Each player except skips 
must assist in clearing of rocks 
from play after completion of an 
end. 

—Immediately remove 
broomed rocks from play.

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Almost every conceivable 
phenomenon which could happen 
on the ice will be covered by the 
rule books during the 1974 
Canadian Ladies Curling 
Championship. 

For instance, if a stone should 
break during the play the rule 
Ixiok states the largest fragment 
shall count. But it's not likely to 
happen 

Another unlikely situation 
covered in the rules concerns a 
stone which rolls over — it must 
lx- removed from play. 

The rule book may cover every 
conceivable angle now. but it 
wasn’t always that way. 

\ppearing in Scotland as early 
as l 5 oo. the early stones were a 
variety of shapes and sizes and 
weights. They had no handles but 
simply a niche chipped in them to 


form a crude grip. The stones 
were pickl'd from streams where 
the eroding action of the water 
had smoothed and rounded the 
surf act's. 

The stones were literally 
hurled through the air for part of 
the distance. Landing on the ice 
they were then supposed to slide 
to a stake in the ice. making the 
target. 

Stones varied from five to 25 
pounds and one ancient rock 
called the "salt bucket" was 
recorded at 116 pounds. Today's 
stones weigh up to 40 pounds. 

Circular rocks came into use in 
use about 1775. but it was not until 
1828 with the formation of the 
Koval Caledonian Curling Club 
that some semblance of order 
was achieved in standardization 
of rules.

New Zealanders 
out in the cold 


In this day of indoor curling 
rinks and highly perfected 
equipment it is interesting to 
hear of a country where curling 
still takes place in the traditional 
manner. 

No, it’s not Scotland, but New 
Zealand. 

When Scottish goldminers 
settled in New Zealand they took 
curling along with them. The first 
official bonspiel in that country 
was on June 29, 1879, at Central 
Otago. 

Today there are some 30 
curling clubs in New Zealand. 
But because the country's curling 
season is only about six weeks 
long, the national bonspiel is 
often cancelled for lack of ice — 


since curling in New Zealand is 
played exclusively out of doors. 

The style of curling is much as 
it was in Scotland before they 
began using indoor rinks. 


For instance, political 
arguments are supposed to be 
bad form on the ice, as a 19th 
Century Scottish poem attests: 
No party politics around our tee. 
For Whig and Tory on the ice 
agree; 

Glory we play for, may it be our 
lot 

To gain the bonspiel by a single 
shot.

BITER: A rock just barely 
counting, i.e., just touching the 
12-foot ring. 

BLANK END: An end that is 
scoreless. May be an intentional 
attempt by skip with last rock 
advantage to retain that ad¬ 
vantage in the succeeding end. 

BURNED ROCK: A delivered 
rock that is touched by a member 
of the same side or by the broom 
of a sweeper, or any object 
belonging to a sweeper. 

__BURY A STONE: Place a shot 
behind a guard or guards so that 
it_is impossible to hit it directly. 

COMING HOME: The last end. 

DOUBLE: Removal of two 
stones from play with one shot. 

DRAW WEIGHT: Sufficient 
momentum that the stone will 
stop of its own accord within the 
rings 

FREEZE: A stone that comes 
to rest touching another stone so 
that the other stone is behind (or 
very nearly so) the played stone. 

FRONT RINGS: That portion 
of the eight-foot and 12-foot rings 
ip front of the tee line. 

GIVE ICE: The placing of the 
broom by the skip as an in¬ 
dication of aim for the curler in 
the hack. For amount of ice given 
see “ice”. 

GUARD: Any stone that blocks 
the path to another. 

HOG LINE: Line 105 feet from 
hack and past which stone must 
come to rest in order to remain in 
play. A stone which fails to cross 
this line is "hogged”. 

ICE: When referring to a skip’s 
direction means the distance 
between the broom and the 
desired resting place of the stone 
(in a draw); or (in a take-out 
shot) the distance between the 


broom and the stone to be 
removed. 

NARROW: A stone delivered 
inside the imaginary line con¬ 
necting the stone at rest and the 
broom, and the imaginary line 
connecting the stone at rest and 
the final desired position. 

POCKET: A cluster of stones 
forming a U-shaped target, or a 
modified U-shaped target. 

PORT: An opening between 
two rocks sufficiently wide to 
allow a stone to pass through. 

QUIET WEIGHT: A take-out 
delivered with just enough 
weight to pass an opposing stone 
out of the rings. 

RAISE: The action of bumping 
a stone from one position to 
another position closer to the tee. 

RINK: Team of four players. 

ROLL: The change '.o direction 
of one stone after it has hit 
another stone off centre. A direct 
hit “on the nose” is a hit that does 
not roll. 

RUN: A portion of the ice 
where a delivered stone tends to 
go straight rather than take the 
normal curl. 

RUNNER: A fast-moving 
stone. 

SHOT ROCK: Stone that is 
nearest the tee. 

STEAL: Scoring when op¬ 
ponent has last rock. 

SWINGING ICE: Ice that curls 
excessively. 

TEE LINE: Line passing 
through the tee at right angles to 
centre line, and behind which an 
opposing stone may be swept. 

WIDE: A stone delivered 
outside the imaginary line 
connecting the stone at rest and 
the broom, and the imaginary 
line connecting the stone at rest 
and the final desired position.

How far back does the sound 
go? Where did the stones first 
echo? The beginnings of a game 
have always intrigued its 
players. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
scholarly proof to establish the 
birthplace of curling. The con¬ 
troversy whether curling started 
in Scotland or the Low Countries 
still rages. 

The common conception is that 
the game originated in Scotland. 
Most figure that the game not 
only began there, but that it 
-best fits the national character of 
the Scots. 

A section of a painting, Hunters 
in the Snow, by Pieter Breugel 
who died in Brussels over 400 
years ago, definitely depicts men 
curling in the lowlands of 
Belgium. There may not be 
brooms, but they do seem to be 
deciding who is closest to the 
“button.” 

Hunters in the Snow was likely 
painted in Brussels between 1555 
and 1565. 

The earliest trophy of curling is 
the Stirling Stone which was 
found in Scotland and has the 
date of 1511 etched on one side. It 
is fair to state, however, that 
experts believe the inscription on 
the stone to be of a later date — 
perhaps much later than 1511. 

The American People’s En¬ 


cyclopedia says of the game: 
"Curling is of disputed origin, it 
is claimed by both Scotland and 
Flanders. Curling stones found in 
a drained pond near the town of 
Dunbane in the north of Scotland 
bear the date 1551." 

A study of words used in the 
game give a strong case for the 
low countries. For instance 
bonspiel could copie from the 
Belgian words "bonne" meaning 
district and "spel" meaning 
play. 

Referring back to encyclopedia 
information and Breugel's 
painting, it is quite possible that 
Flemish merchants who settled 
in Scotland, took the game there.
